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QF TJm CLAIMS; 

1. (Currently Amended) A compaitment door structured to be used with a 
handheld electronic device of a type having a primary housing portion with a cavity formed 
therein and having a battery disposed on the 13 .nmarv housinp portion and being disposed in 
the cavitv , t&e cavity being in communicatic»n widi an exterior of the primary housing 
portion^ the compartment door comprising: 

a panel having an inner surface and an tauter surface; 

a camera mounted to the panel and disposed substantially opposite the outer surface; 

a number of attachmmt structures disp*Dsed on the panel and structured to cooperate 
with the handheld electronic device to i^mivably mount the compartment door to the 
handheld electronic device to substantially raclose the cavity^ the compartment door being 
Structured to cooperate with the primary housing portion to together form a housing of the 
handheld electronic device, with the inner surface of the panel &cing toward the cavity, 
with the camera being disposed substantially Mdtfain the cavity, and with the outer surface 
facing away from the cavity when the compartment door is mounted to the handheld 
electronic devic e, the compartment door being structured to be removable from the primary 
housing portion and firom the batterv disposed on die primarv housing portion. 

2. (Original) The con^)artmeiil door of Claim 1 wherein the panel is 
structured such that the outer surface thereof is disposed substantially flush with an exterior 
surface of the primary housing portion adjaa^nt the cavity when the co^^>artment door is 
mounted to the handheld electronic device. 

3. (Original) The conq>artmen: door of Claim 1 wherein the panel inclxides 
a first end and a second end, and wherein the attachment structures include a movable latch 
and at least a first substantially stationary tan^;, the movable latch being disposed generally 
at the first end» and the at least a first substanially stationary tang being disposed generally 
at the second end, 

4- (Original) The compartment door of Claim 1 wherein the compartment 
door is a battery compartment door and is starred to additionally enclose a battery of the 
handheld electronic device within the cavity. 
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5. (Original) The compaitmeot door of Claim 1 wherein the camera 
includes a body, a lens, and a flash apparatus, the lens being disposed on the body, and the 
flash apparatus having at least a first light souroe disposed adjacent the lens. 

6- (Original) The compaitmeni door of Claim 5 wherein the flash apparatus 
includes a pair of LEDs, with Ae lens being disposed generally b^een the LEDs. 

7. (Original) The compartmeni door of Claim 1 wherein the panel includes 
a support disposed on the inner surface^ the support including a printed circuit board, with 
the camera being disposed on the printed circuit board, and with the printed circuit board 
including a number of first electrical contacts structured to be electrically engaged with 
corresponding second electrical contacts on ths handheld electrical device for powering the 
camera and for transferring data firom the cami^ to the handheld electronic device. 

8. (Original) The compartment door of Claim 7, wherein the siqsport 
further includes a bracket disposed on the inner surface of the panel, with the printed circuit 
board being disposed on the bracket. 

9. (Original) The compartmeni: door of Claim 7, wherein the panel includes 
an end, and wherein the sv^>port is disposed substantially at the end of the panel. 

10. (Currently Amended) A handheld electronic device compristog; 
a housing; 

a batt e ry - dispo s ed on the housii^ 

the housing having a conq>artment door and a primary housing portion having an 
exterior and a cavity formed therein, the cavitjr being in communication with the exterior of 
the primary housing portion; 

a batterv disposed on (he primary housing portion and being disposed in the cavitv: 

the compartment door having a panel and a camera; 

the panel having an iimer surface and an outer surface; 

the camera being moimted to the panel and disposed substaxttially opposite the outer 
surface; aod 

the compartment door being removabl3 '^ mounted to the primary housing portion and 
substantially eiv:lo$ixig the cavity, the inner surface of the panel feeing toward the cavity, 
the camera being disposed substantially within the cavity, and the outer surface feeing away 
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from (he cavit y: and 

the compartmmt door being removable from ihe p rimsiTY hn usinp porti on and from 

the battery d i^osed on the primary housing portion, 

11. (Original) The handheld electromc device of Claim 10 wherein die 
exterior of the primary housing portion inchid^is an exterior surface, the outer surface of the 
panel being disposed substantially flush with the exterior sinf ace of the primary housing 
portion adjacent the cavity, , 

12. (Original) The handheld el&^tronic device of Claim 1 1 wherein an overall 
form &Gtor of the primary housing portion igooring the cavity is substantially unaltered by 
the con9)artment door being mounted to the primary housing portion. 

13. (Original) The handheld e.ectronic device of Claim 10 wherein the 
battery is disposed in the cavity, and \^ierein the compartment door is a battery 
compartment door that encloses the battery within the cavity. 

14. (Original) The handheld electronic device of Claim 10 wherein the 
camera includes a body, a lens, and a flash ai;)paTatu$, with the lens being disposed on the 
body, the flash apparatus having at least a first li^t source disposed adjacent the lens. 

15. (Original) The handheld electronic device of Claim 14 wherein the flash 
apparatus includes a pair of LEDs, with the: lens behig disposed generally between the 
LEDs. 

16. (Original) The handheld electronic device of Claim 10 wherein the panel 
includes a support disposed on the inner sui&ce, the si^port including a printed circuit 
board« with the camera being disposed on the printed circuit board, and with the printed 
circuit board including a number of first elei:trical contacts, the primary housing portion 
including a number of correspondixig second idectrical contacts, the first electrical contacts 
and die second electrical contacts being electrically connected together for transferring 
power to die camera and for transferring data from the camera. 

17. (Original) The handheld electronic device of Claim 16, wherein the 
siqypoit further includes a bracket disposed on the inner surface of the panel, with the 
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printed circuit board being disposed on the brac^ket. 

18. (Original) The handheld elwitronic device of Claim 16, wherein the panel 
includes an end, and wherein the support \$ disposed substantially at the end of the panel. 

19. (Original) The handheld electronic device of Claim 18, wherein the 
battery inchides an end, and wherein the support is disposed within the cavity substandally 
between the prinaary housing portion and the eid of the battery. 

20. (Original) The handheld elei::tronic device of Claim 10, "wherein the panel 
inchides a first end and a second end, and wherein the compartment door includes a number 
of attachment structures that are disposed on tie panel and are cooperable with the primary 
housing portion to removably mount the compartment door to the primary housing portion, 
the attachment structures including a movable latch disposed generally at the first end of the 
panel and at least a first substantially stationar:^ tang disposed generally at the second end of 
the panel. 
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
